Property values down $300 M 


Tax classification vote this week

Andover’s property valuation dropped 
$300 million this year, from $3.1 to $2.8 bil- 
lion, about a 10 percent reduction, according 
{o figures published by the assessor's office 
this week, 

A classification hearing to set the tax rate 
is scheduled for Monday night, Nov. 18, at 
7:30, in town offices, 

Property valuations were published this 
week and are in the assessor’s office for view- 


ing by the public, 

Residential property and commercial 
retail property values dropped roughly 10 
percent, while industrial values took a 15-20 
percent dive, according to William J. Krajes- 
ki, assessor. 

New growth is also down again this year. 

In 1988, new construction added $3.6 mil- 
lion to the town’s tax levy. This year the

Carla Byers recruits 
minorities for Elderhostel

arla Byers, 28, of Kath- 
leen Drive, recently 
graduated from law 
school, but she’s in no 
hurry to enter the legal profes- 
sion. The 1981 Andover High 
School graduate has committed 
her time to recruiting more 
minorities for a national and 
international program that spon- 
sors low-cost college courses for 
senior citizens. 

She is the associate director of 
marketing and outreach for 
Elderhostel, a non-profit organi- 
zation that offers inexpensive, 


short-term academic programs 
at colleges and universities for 
people 60 and older. Hostelers 
can choose programs in every 
U.S. state and Canadian 
province and 45 countries 
around the world. The programs 
vary from classes in woodcarv- 
ing and art appreciation to Gor- 
bachev and the new Russia and 
life in the old South. 

“My job is to get more minori- 
ties involved in the program. For 
the most part, people, both black 
and white, don’t know about 
Elderhostel,” said Ms. Byers,

ters in Boston. 

Many of the peo 
ple Ms. Byers tries to 
get involved in the 
program have spent 
their adult lives rais 
ing children and 
have never thought 
about attending col- 
lege classes. Harlier 
this year she flew to 
Louisville, Ky., to 
speak to a group of 50 
retired black women. 

Many minorities, 
especially blacks, 
according to Ms. 
Byers, have a diffi- 
cult time picturing 
themselves in a class- 
room on a college 
campus. Most of the 
Elderhostelers grew 
up when blacks and 
other minorities 
weren’t allowed to 
attend the white-only 
institutions. 

“Once these peo- 
ple get into the class- 
rooms they find that 
their ethnic and reli- 
gious differences 
really do melt away 
and they are all just 
Hostelers enjoying 
learning for the joy 
of it,” she said. 

Ms. Byers may not 
be earning the same 


income she might if 


she were practicing 
law, but her job has 
its advantages. 

“T love what I’m 
doing. I get to travel 
all over the country 
and I’m my own boss 
and scheduler, so I 
can organize my 
trips and speaking 
engagements with 
some time left over 
for sightseeing,” she 
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Carla Byers, associate director of mar- 


keting and outreach at Elderhostel 


said. 

Flexibility allowed 
Ms. Byers to sched- 
uled her trip to 
Louisville at the 
same time in May as 
the Kentucky Derby. 
She began her job 
almost a year ago 
and since that time 
she has traveled to 
Seattle, Denver, 
Atlanta, Nashville, 
St. Paul and Philadel- 
phia. 

“I’m really com- 
mitted to this pro- 
gram, Right now the 
legal field is saturat 
ed, especially the 
criminal law field, 
which is what I spe 
cialized in. 

“Right now I’m 
living at home and 
I've been able to keep 
my expenses down so 
I'll be able to afford 
to stay with the pro- 
gram for a while, 
Which is what I 
want,” she said. 

Working with 
senior citizens has 
given Ms. Byers a 
different perspective 
on aging. One wom- 


en who attended the 
program had worked 
all her life earning a 
living to put six chil- 
dren through college. 
All six had gone on to 
earn advanced 
degrees and with the 
program, this wom- 
an was able to earn a 
diploma too. Every 
hosteler receives a 
diploma after com- 
pleting the program. 

“That woman was 
so proud to get her 
diploma. It gave her 
a real sense of self- 
worth and a feeling 
of accomplishment,” 
she said. 

Elderhostel is for 
seekers, not sitters, 
Ms. Byers said. The 
average cost to 
attend a six-day pro- 
gram in the United 
States or Canada is 
between $285 and 
$320. Transportation 
to the college is not 
provided but room, 
meals and classroom 
supplies are.

West Elementary deals with continuing, nagging smell of mold

Students and 
teachers at West Ele- 
mentary School were 
displaced from their 
classrooms Tuesday 
and Wednesday this 
week 
odors from a mold 
problem in_ the 
school’s basement 
and ventilation sys- 
tem. 

Health Director 
Everett Penney, who 
inspected the build- 
ing Tuesday, said the 
odors were a result 
of decaying mold 
that had been treated 
with copper sulfate 
and represented no 
health hazard. 

“(Copper sulfate) 
is not volatile and 
it’s not released into 
the air. The odors 
that people at West 
Elementary are 
smelling are coming 
from the chemical 
doing its job. The air 
ducts in the area 
suck up the decaying 
mold and unfortu- 
nately circulate 
them up to the A Pod 
area,” Mr. Penny 
said, referring to a 
section of the school. 

Several students 
and one teacher com- 
plained of discomfort 
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because of

to the school to take 
her children home. 

The mold and 
moisture is an ongo- 
ing problem at West 
Elementary, Mr. 
Coyle said. Ten days 
ago the town mainte- 
nance department 
treated a 20-square- 
foot section of the 
fungus with a chlo- 
rine solution, said 
Mr. Coyle. 

“But within an 
hour it was apparent 
that solution would 
not be appropriate,” 
Mr. Coyle said. 

On Friday, Nov. 8, 
the area was treated 
with copper sulfate. 
Heavy rains and con- 
tinuing humidity 
during the three-day 
Veterans Day week- 
end inhibited the 
copper sulfate’s 
effectiveness, and by 
midmorning on 
Tuesday the odor 
from the decaying 
mold was enough to 
cause discomfort for 
some students and 
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teachers. 

The affected area 
continues to be ven- 
tilated with opened 
windows and fans, 
said Mr. Coyle. The 
administration hired 
a private air quality 
consultant to test the 
area, but had not 
begun the testing as 
of Wednesday at 
noon, he said. 

“There is no evi- 
dence of a health 
hazard, but we are 
going by the smell 
right now. Until an 
air-quality test can 
determine that the 
levels of mold are 
down and the odor is 
down to zero, I sug- 
gested that the area 
not be used,” Mr. 
Penney said. 

According to Mr. 
Coyle, the smell was 
“almost gone” by 
Wednesday at noon. 
He said school offi- 
cials hope to return 
A Pod students back 
into their classrooms 
on Thursday.

An evening of chamber 
music and vocal works by the 
African-English composer 
Samuel Coleridge-Taylor will 
be presented by the music 
department of Phillips Acade- 
my Friday, Nov. 15, at 7 p.m. 
at Graves Hall. 

Artists from the faculty will 
be joined by other musicians 
from the New England area to 
share the opportunity to per- 
form rare compositions of Mr. 
Coleridge-Taylor. 

Samuel Coleridge-Taylor 
was the son of an African doc- 
tor of medicine, a native of 
Sierra Leone, and an English 
mother. ; 

His musical training in- 
cluded the study of violin and 
piano at an early age and 
training as a chorister in the 
churches of St. George and St. 
Magdelene’s in Croydon, Eng- 
land. In 1890 he entered the 
Royal College of Music as a 
violinist, where he also stud- 
ied composition with Charles 
Villiers Stanford. 

Mr. Coleridge-Taylor is per- 
haps best known for his set- 
ting of the Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow poem “Hiawatha’s 
Wedding Feast.” It is said that 
the composer was attracted to 
the poem by “the strangeness 
and euphony of the Indian 
names and words.” 


This composition is the 
first of a trilogy of works. The 
second and third parts are 
“The Death of Minnehaha” 
and “Hiawatha’s Departure.” 

Mr. Coleridge-Taylor took a 
tour of the United States in 
1904. He was brought to this 
country by a black music 
organization in Washington, 
D.C., the Samuel Coleridge- 
Taylor Choral Society, which 
was founded in 1901. 

In November of that year, 
the society produced a Cole- 
ridge-Taylor Festival, its 200- 
voice choir singing the com- 
poser’s choral works on two 
evenings in Washington anda 
third in Baltimore. The com- 
poser himself conducted the 
U.S. Marine Band. 

Mr. Coleridge-Taylor and 
his music made a profound 
influence on the American 
public, and American music 
and culture made an equally 
profound impression on him, 
according to William Thomas, 
director of concerts at 
Phillips. 

The works chosen for this 
concert are a series of his 
songs: A Vision, The Oasis, 
The Willow Song, I Shot an 
Arrow into the Air, Life and 
Death and Keep Those Eyes. 

The first half of the concert 
will also include two excerpts

She watched for them at Memorial 
Hall Library, where she works as a 
librarian in the inter-library loan 
office, and stalked them in book- 
stores everywhere.

The December dilemma 


Interfaith couples learn how to cope 


“December is the worst time 
of the year for us: We can't 
agree on how we want to cele 
brate, and our in-laws’ expecta 
tions add to the pressure. Some 
times I wish we could skip the 
holidays.”

increase is just 
$527,436, or 3.9 per- 
cent. 

Andover used to 
see the levy increase 
8 percent, and it had 
the capacity to 
increase 12-14 per- 
cent, according to 
Mr. Krajeski. 

New growth is 
what has kept most 
communities from 


feeling the impacts of 


Proposition 2 1/2, 
according to Mr. 
Krajeski. The drop in 
new growth, com- 
bined with cuts in 
state aid, is making 
it difficult for com- 
munities to deal with 
rising fixed costs for 
items such as health 
insurance, he said. 

“Revenues are 
falling across the 
board,” Mr. Krajeski 
said. “Put that in 
with the decrease in 
state aid and you 
start to see the prob- 
lem.” 

Residential 

Assessors tried to 
segment the market 
to deal with a range 
of decreases from 5- 
30 percent, according 
to Mr. Krajeski. 

“We decreased all 
residential land by at 
least 10 percent and a 
maximum of 25 per- 
cent,” he said. 

The biggest drop 
in value was land. 
Lots valued at 
$80,000, $90,000 or 
$100,000 last year 
generally stayed 


about the same, but 
lots at  $150,000- 
$160,000, especially 


in West Andover, 
dropped 25 percent. 
Mr. Krajeski 


knew of a lot on Fair- 
way Drive that sold 
for $285,000 in mid 
1990. A similar lot on 
the same street sold 
for $140,000 early this 
year. 

“So there was a 
big, big change in the 
value of land,” Mr. 
Krajeski said. “It’s 
the first time we’re 
dealing with a mar- 
ket that’s falliny.”’ 

Condominium 
prices dropped the 
most, especially at 
Colonial Village on 
South Main Street. A 
large number of fore- 
closures knocked 
prices down from 
$125,000 to as low as 
$55,000, according to 
Mr. Krajeski. 

Andover has 
about 900 condomini- 
ums, he said. 

“Typically, their 
values are declining 
15-20 percent,” Mr. 
Krajeski said. 

Condos are 
unique in that each 
complex is really a 
market unto itself, 
according to Mr. 
Krajeski. 

In the case of Colo- 
nial Village, where 
many of the units 
were purchased as 
investments, the 
foreclosures control 
the market. When 
banks decide to 
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dump a number of 


units at a low price, 
it establishes a low 
market value for the 
whole complex. 

The same thing 
can happen in any 
market, though usu- 
ally to aé_ lesser 
degree, Mr. Krajeski 
said. 

Commercial 

The change in 
commercial and 
industrial property 
was a lot harder to 
deal with, according 
to the assessor. 

Overall, C/I prop- 
erty values 
decreased about 15 
percent, while the 
drop in value in the 
Interstate 93 corridor 
was closer to 20 per- 
cent, according to 
Mr. Krajeski. 

Assessors tried to 
separate downtown 
commercial retail 
property from the 
industrial and office 
property in West 
Andover. Commer- 
cial retail property 
downtown dropped 
10-11 percent typical- 
ly, according to Mr. 
Krajeski. 

“There wasn’t a 
dramatic change, but 
there was some 
change,” he said. 

The office space in 
West Andover was a 
different story. 

“New leases were 
being signed, but 
there was a dramatic 
downturn in the val- 
ue of those leases,” 
Mr. Krajeski said. 
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Large office 
spaces were leasing 
for $8-12 a square 
foot one year ago, he 
said. 

“Tf you’re able to 
get $8 a square foot 
that’s very good 
right now,” Mr. Kra- 
jeski said, many 
lease rates are much 
lower. 

A 25-30 percent 
decrease in the value 
of the leases is aver- 
age, and the vacancy 
rate has increased. 
Three of five build- 
ings on one road are 
100 percent vacant, 
the assessor said. 

“Tenants in a lot 
of that space are not 
re-leasing, but just 
leaving, period,” he 
said. 

In 1988 and 1989, a 
five-acre lot sold for 
$1-1.5 million. Anoth- 
er sold for $500,000 
an acre. 

“Since early 1989,

there has not been 
one land sale up 
there,” Mr. Krajeski 
said. 

Abatements 
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Whether the new 
valuations accurate- 
ly reflect the market 
in property owners’ 
eyes remains to be 
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abatement from last year’s reassessment, 

“That's a phenomenal amount of 
appeals,” Mr. Krajeski said. 

Twenty abatement requests a year is 
more typical, he said. 

Nobody complained when the assess- 
ments couldn’t keep up with rising values. 
Then, a house valued at $200,000 was worth 
$300,000 by the time the ink was dry on the 
listings. But now when a value drops from 
$250,000 to $225,000, the abatement applica: 
tions pile up. 

“Calendar year 1990 was the biggest hit 
the town took,” Mr. Krajeski said. 

But Mr. Krajeski believes the market 
decline has slowed if not stabilized for the 
time being. 


Still, the court cases should be a big con- 
cern to the community because of the costs 
for lawyers and the time it takes employees 
to prepare those cases, he said. 

“Tt puts a lot of pressure on you to settle a 
case,” Mr. Krajeski said. 

Tax classification shift 

Property in Andover last year was split 
about 69 percent residential and 31 percent 
C/I. Now the split is about 70/30. 

If a single tax rate was set for all property, 
residential property owners would pay 70 
percent of Andover’s estimated $40,579,801 
tax levy for fiscal 1992. 

But Andover has for several years used 
tax classification to shift a greater share of 
the tax burden to the commercial industrial 
property owners, 


Two years ago the shift was 115 percent, 
which meant C/I properties were taxed at 
115 percent of their value. Last year the 
Board of Selectmen voted for a 120 percent 
shift. 

At a 120 percent shift for C/I, residential 
owners paid just under 65 percent of the tax 
burden in 1990. That would be the same for 
this year if the shift remains at 120 percent. 

Last year’s tax rate was $11.42 per $1,000 
for residential property, and $15.04 per 
$1,000 for C/I. 

The estimated tax rates for fiscal 1992, if 
the 120 percent shift is maintained, would be 
$13.26 for residential and $17.37 for C/I. 

A return to a 115 percent shift would 
make the rates $13.56 residential, and $16.65 
C/I. An increase to 125 percent would make 
them $12.95 residential and $18.10 C/I. 

Whether businesses will stand for the 
same or an even greater shift, or whether 
residents will absorb more of the tax bur- 
den, should be evident at next week's public 
hearing. 

The tax classification hearing is sched- 
uled for this Monday night at 7:30 p.m. in the 
town offices. 

Figuring the levy limit 

The levy limit for FY 1992 is $40,580,949, 
just $1,147 higher than the town’s estimated 
levy. 

Andover’s levy increased from $39,056,017 
last year, an increase of $1,523,784, or 3.9 per- 
cent.

Houlihan said cere morning. “It 
turned out to be Mr. Nelson.” 

The police said the car had been 
there at least since snow fell Sunday. 

Mr. Nelson, 31, of 228 Andover St., 
allegedly gunned down Andover post- 
man David Bradner, 32, of Lawrence, 
last Thursday afternoon, Nov. 7, as Mr. 
Bradner delivered mail to the Mansion 
House, the six-unit apartment house 
where the suspect lived. 

Police now say Mr. Nelson laid in 
wait for Mr. Bradner in the building’s 
foyer with a small gauge shotgun. 

“We figured he was in the hallway 
under the stairwell. He shot him in the 
side first, then in the back of the head,” 
Lt. Houlihan said. 

Police received a call from a hysteri- 
cal woman just before 1:30 Thursday 
afternoon reporting a shooting at 228 
Andover St. Roberta Raphael told 
police she was in the shower in her 
third floor apartment when she heard 
the gunshots and called police. 

Officers Henry Picard and Robert 
Cronin, the first officers on the scene, 
found Mr. Bradner face down in a pool 
of blood in the front foyer of the Man- 
sion House. 

The officers at first believed whoev- 
er shot Mr. Bradner was still in the 


building. They called for a second 
ambulance in anticipation of a 
shootout. 


Then a neighbor told detectives the 
alleged gunman, Mr. Nelson, had fled 
in his yellow 1984 Subaru hatchback 
immediately after the shooting. He had 
a shotgun in his hands. 

Mr. Nelson is thought to have used 
the same weapon to kill himself in the 
woods near Houlton, Maine, about 30 
miles south of the state’s eastern bor- 
der with Canada. 

“It’s apparently a self inflicted gun- 
shot would to the head,” Lt. Houlihan 
said. 

The suspect’s death ends a nearly 
week-long manhunt by state and local 
police, during which the United States 
Postal Service had offered a $25,000 
reward to anyone supplying informa- 
tion that lead to his arrest. 

“Basically this closes the investiga- 
tion,” Lt. Houlihan said. 

All for $200-$500 

Mr. Bradner, a self-employed handy- 
man, allegedly owed Mr. Nelson 
between $200 and $500 for a bathroom 
remodeling job Mr. Nelson had done at 
Mr. Bradner’s Lawrence home. 

Mr. Nelson was arrested on Oct, 22 
after he went to the Bradner home and 
allegedly attacked Mr. Bradner, then 
pulled a .38-caliber revolver to threaten 
him, in an effort to collect the money. 

He was charged with assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon, 
threats to commit murder and posses- 
sion of a gun without a license. 

The revolver was confiscated by 
police because Mr. Bradner was unli- 
censed to carry it. He did not have a 
permit for any weapons, according to 
police. 

While segeching his apartment 
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This is the police mug shot of 
James Nelson, from the Oct. 22 
arrest when Mr. Nelson went to 
David Bradner’s Lawrence house 
to collect on a bill. 


Thursday, police found a note Mr. Nel- 
son had written about his dispute with 
Mr. Bradner. The note seemed to be 
written more to himself than to anyone 
else, according to Lt, Houlihan. 

“Almost like keeping a log,” he said. 

Mr. Bradner was married and had 
two children. Mr. Nelson was single. 
Mr. Nelson’s parents live in upstate 
New York. 

Other murders in Andover 

The last murder in Andover was 11 
years ago when a man was shot in a 
barn at what was then Shattuck Farm, 
where the Lebifteque restaurant is 
now, 

About 14 years ago, a man was killed 
in The Park after a dispute over a card 
game. He was dragged under a car and 
his assailant is still in jail for that 
crime, 

A murder occurred on Aspen Circle 
12 or 14 years ago, according to police, 
and the owner of the Texaco station on 
Route 125 was killed about 20 years ago. 


Fund set up in 
victim’s name 


The National Association of Let- 
ter Carriers has set up a memorial 
fund in David Bradner’s name. 

“It’s to help the family,” said Rick 
Dicecca, an Andover postman. 

Mr. Bradner, of Lawrence and a 
postman for five years in Andover, 
had a wife and two children. 

The fund has been set up at the 
Andover Savings Bank.

for two months and was not 
available for comment. Mr. Men- 
doza was already in Puerto Rico 
when Mr. Bradner was mur- 
dered last Thursday. 

Mr. Pimpare and other postal 
workers did not want to talk 
about the murder this week. 

Some small relief at least will 
no doubt spread with the news 
that the suspected killer has 
been found. Andover was 
shocked by the murder last week 
and anxious to find the killer. 


Stephanie Deady, owner of 


Ginny’s women’s clothing store 
on Essex Street, closed her store 
last Thursday night after the 
murder. She didn’t feel comfort- 
able having an employee in the 
store with the murderer still at 
large. ; 

Bewildered neighbors gath- 
ered at the scene of the murder 
and talked about their mailman 
and the neighbor few of them 
knew. 

Some described the alleged 
killer as a quiet man, a loner. 
The victim was “a nice fellow, 
always had a smile on his face.” 

Michael Frishman, a former 
School Committee member who 
moved into the house at 230 
Andover St. in June, said the 
apartment building next door, 
called the Mansion House, had 
been “reasonably quiet.” 

Tami Bartels, a nanny living 
at 233 Andover St., who said she 
heard what may have been a gun 
shot at the time of the killing, 
just moved to Andover two 
months ago. 

“Just from what I’ve seen, this 
is such a small town that not 
much goes on in. I’m from Iowa,” 
she said. 

Ms. Bartels had seen the post-

man often and felt bad for her 
neighbors who'd known the post- 
man longer. 

Andrew McIntyre, who lives 
with his parents across the street 
from The Mansion House, was a 
friend of Mr. Nelson's, according 
to neighbors. John McIntyre, his 
father, didn’t want to talk about 
the shooting Thursday, but 
agreed with Ms. Bartels that the 
mailman was well known. 

Glenna Outwin was at home 
with her three children at 4 High 
Vale Lane, across from the Man- 
sion House, when the shooting 
occurred. 

“We're really nervous,” she 
said as investigators and 
reporters swarmed into the 
neighborhood. “We've never 
seen rifles in Andover.” 

Ms. Outwin said she was play- 
ing fire trucks and ambulances 
in the playroom with her two 3- 
year-olds when they heard the 
real sirens and the children ran 
to the window. 

“My 8-year-old was watching 
because he was home sick from 
school,” Ms. Outwin said. Her 
husband is School Committee 
chairman Christopher Outwin. 

When a fire truck responding 
with medical aid pulled up in 
front of the building, she took 
the children out on the porch to 
watch, assuming it would be a 
false fire alarm. But she thought 
it odd that the fire truck stayed 
out in the street and didn’t back 
into the driveway. 

“My son kept saying, ‘Some- 
thing bad is going on,” Ms. Out- 
win said. 

When police cars pulled up 
and officers got out with rifles 
drawn, she hustled the children 
back inside. 

Ms. Outwin said she did not 
know any of her neighbors who 
lived in the apartment building. 
The Mansion House is the only

is hurtful 


While we believe Andover High 
School Principal Tim Thomas did a 
good job guiding students and adults 
through a potential crisis over the 
play, The Little Foxes, and while we 
are glad some revisions were made 
to the play, we have to say that the 
choice of the play in the first place 
was a bad one. In fact, it was a hurt- 
ful choice that should never have 
been made. 

Bob Lague says this year’s actors 
and actresses at the High School are 
the most talented he has seen. He 
sdid this is a difficult play and he 
wanted to challenge this group of tal- 
ented students. We say that’s fine, 
choose another complicated, diffi- 
cult-to-play number, because there 
are hundreds of plays, many of them 
sophisticated and challenging. 

The Little Foxes is full of the N- 
word, a word used in a bigoted way 
to describe black people. And even 
though Mr. Lague said he never 
intended to include the N-word in 
this production, it is peppered 
throughout the play and gives us a 
message of what kind of play this is. 

In addition, when the cast of char- 
acters is listed in the beginning of 
Lillian Hellman’s play, the first two 
to appear, black servants, have only 
first names. The implication is ser- 
vants are not worthy of last names. 
Also, Mr. Lague originally intended 
to black servant-actor faces. 

So already this is a play that is not 
complimentary to African Ameri- 
cans. It is a play that embarrasses us 
and reminds us of what this country 
used to tolerate. It is a play that is 
hurtful to a whole segment of people. 

Some people argue that the play is 
history, that it accurately reflects 
the South in the 1930s. We say fine, 
leave the performance to some other 
group. Our job here is to teach dra- 
ma, but it also is to make African 
Americans in Andover feel accepted, 
welcomed. This minority group 
says it feels uncomfortable in many 
instances here. Add another 
instance. 

We want African Americans to 
know they add to the richness of this 
community and we value their pres- 
ence. Producing The Little Foxes 
sends a hurtful and, we hope, inac- 
curate message.

It's our job to address them 
with children, to help them find their 
voices and to understand their fears. 


I always love talking with young 
children. They have so many good 
ideas and they're honest. I didn’t 
tackle Magic and AIDS, that’s not my 
job here, but it is the job of parents, 
and maybe even schools. But the bas- 
ketball star’s announcement is an 
opportunity for open discussion with 
our children. 


I heard some excellent story ideas 
from the fifth-graders. I asked them 
what they like best in the Townsman 
and I heard sports, sports and sports, 
and then a few other sections. One 
girl said she likes the entertainment 
section. A boy said he reads the 
police log. 


We talked about possible stories 
for their paper and here are some of 
the suggestions: Magic Johnson, pro- 
files of new teachers, an interview 


with the new principal, Debra Dunn, 
opinion polls, food stories, interview- 
ing students about classes or teach- 
ers where or from whom they learn 
the most, and so on. 

When Townsman photographer 
Matthew Sapienza arrived, I lost my 
audience.

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Wishing the 
Magic news was 
a mistake 


Editor, Townsman: 

It was one of those nights when the 
six o’clock news hits with the sudden 
icy chill of a New England Noreaster. 
There in a frozen, silent state of disbe- 
lief we watched. Magic Johnson has 
the AIDS virus. 

We flip through the channels, from 
Mike on 5 to Lobel on 4 to John Dennis 
on 7 and back again. The news is the 
same. Magic Johnson has the AIDS 
virus. We wait for Jennings and 
Brokaw and Rather. Surely there’s 
been a mistake. Ha Ha Ha, what's the 
punchline? But, the bulletin leads the 
national newscasts and the news is the 
same. 

They all showed tape of the 
announcement from California. There 
at the Forum in Inglewood, the build- 
ing that Magic called home for 12 
years, was what could have been a 
scene from another Laker world cham- 
pionship. One of five that Magic 
brought to the franchise. Jerry West, 
the Lakers general manager, superstar 
from an era gone by was there. Com- 
missioner David Stern, the often 
praised genius who manages the explo- 
sive growth of the NBA and basketball 
world-wide, was there. Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar was there. The owner of the 
Lakers, Dr. Jerry Beuss, was there too. 

Magic sauntered up to the micro- 
phone, the star, the hero, confident, 
poised and cool. In a sharp, double 
breasted business suit with his tie in a 


perfect knot, Magic greeted the pack of 


international news media. He even had 
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the trademark smile. 

But something was wrong with the 
picture. The faces told you that. And 
with the Lakers’ owner and GM and 
the commissioner and Kareem were 
two medical doctors. There would be 
no celebrations tonight. 

Magic addressed the crowd and the 
world with the courage and dignity 
and determination that he played 
every game. He told us he has the AIDS 
virus and will retire from basketball 
immediately. The doors have closed on 
an era. 

He is arguably the best player ever 
to pick up a basketball. The accom- 
plishments, well, they speak for them- 
selves. Five NBA world champi- 
onships. Three MVPs. Twelve starting 
all-star appearances. An NCAA title. 
The all-time NBA record for assists. 
But the numbers don’t tell the whole 
story. Because Magic (and his friend, 
Larry Bird) saved the sport of basket- 
ball while simultaneously re-inventing 
the game. In 1979 the NBA finals 
weren't on live network television. 
Most of the franchises were struggling 
financially, many were losing big mon- 
ey. Fan interest, what existed, was 
waning. But a 6-foot 9-inch point guard 
came along and passed and passed and 
passed. He scored and rebounded and 
stole and shot and won. And he smiled. 
He made the players around him better 
players and the people around him bet- 
ter people. 

Magic the optimist, the competitor, 
the winner. His toughest battle is 
ahead of him. But in your heart you 
know that if someone can beat it Magic 
can. He emphasized life at the news 
conference. “I have the HIV virus not 
AIDS.” He vowed to dedicate his time 
to raising money and educating Ameri- 
ca on AIDS. He is especially concerned 
about the children, to many of whom

My flu shot at the Doherty School 
last week did me almost as much harm 
as good. I caught a slight cold and 
raised a temporary fever.

On the other 
side of the railing a few 30-somethings 
were leaving, not having been pro- 
cessed but abandoning the struggle 
without a shot. Age brings superior 
patience, I thought,a little smugly. 

Progress was slow, a couple of feet 
and halt, like moving toward an airline 
ticket counter, Mild annoyance began 
to mix with the patience as neighbors 
exchanged humorous comments edged 
with irony. We couldn’t see beyond the 
heads at the end of the ramp; but as we 
neared it, we heard shouts of “Get a 
form! Get a form!” Some of us oldsters, 
used to looking ahead, asked, of no one 
in particular, “What form?” “Where?” 
“Give us one while we're waiting.” No 
answer, as a noisy hubbub arose from 
below. Annoyance was giving way to 
irritation. 

The ramp spilled into a heaving sea 
of humanity, crowded shoulder to 
shoulder, chest to back, in an area 
about 10 feet across. The pushing and 
shoving looked, and soon felt, like a 
mob trying to get into a football stadi- 
um just in time to see the kickoff — but 
with a difference. 

The milling herd were not all press-

Countering these movements 
toward and away from the prized corri- 
dor were many who were fighting 
across the traffic, toward and away 
from the “forms” tables at either side, 
which were obscured by people 
pressed against them. Only balloons 
above them showed where they were. 
In addition, some of the less thoughtful 
young people holding clipboards tried 
to get the attention of harried people on 
the edges of the mob to sign a political 
petition. I began to understand, even 
empathize with, those who had given 
up the struggle and returned up the 
ramp. 

Making my way toward a table, I 
reached over the heads of others and 
finally got my form, to be read and 
filled out then and there. It was almost 
completely covered with a closely 
printed message, with a strip at the 
bottom having blank spaces requiring 
information. What! Read, and under- 
stand, in that heaving mass? Forget it. 
I'll just fill out that bottom strip. Ah, 
not so simple. I try to write on the back 
of an obliging person in front of me, 
who couldn’t keep from being buffeted 
this way and that. I manage to scribble 
my name, address, date of birth and 
age. (Why both date and age? Can’t 
they figure or do they think I can’t?) 
Pity the person who has to decipher 
my scratchings. 

Alas! It calls for a Medicare number. 
We struggle to get at our cards. Women 
fish nervously through bags; men fum- 
ble with wallets extracted from pockets 
with difficulty. “Well then,” someone 
says, “just your Social Security num- 
ber” — if I can remember mine. Oh, for- 
get it, my frazzled nerves urge. I shove 
my way back to the table. (“Excuse me, 
excuse me.”) There the larger part of 
the form is torn off and discarded and _ 
my slip handed back, my passport to 
the promised land. 

Newly resolute, I turned in the gen- 
eral direction of that corridor and re- 
entered the fray, adding my own efforts 
to those of the crowd. Its anger had 
become feverish, and I soon caught the | 
fever. The polite-ssounding “Excuse | 
me” now came through clenched teeth. | 
In the corridor at last, there was space | 
and time for a clipboard holder, whose | 
petition I signed. Finally, a bit light- |

headed, I arrived at the flu shot room, 
where I proffered my slip and was told 
to wait (again! but only for a few sec- 
onds) for an opening at one of the lines 
headed for the tables set up as check- 
out counters. There nurses worked 
proficiently under pressure, with a 
smile and a few words of banter. Mine 
furnished an excuse for the crush: this 
was, unexpectedly, the largest group 
ever — probably, I thought, because doc- 
tors, like mine, were no longer giving 
flu shots. 

My cold? I wasn’t such a provident 
oldster. It had been only drizzling 
when we left the house and when we 
arrived at the school. I took no rain- 
coat. After driving around the entire 
parking area, I had to leave my car ina 
restricted space and run through the 
mild drizzle to the building. Emerging 
after the mind-deadening experience, I 
found heavier rain and got fairly wet 
returning to the car, Next year I'll car- 
ry a raincoat even if the sun is shining 
(and carry a cattle prod?). My cold 
developed the next day, but has disap- 
peared. 

When I got into my car, I looked at 
my watch. I had been in the building 
only a half hour, But the mind mea- 
sures time by intensity, not by the 
clock. I knew that my experience had 
lasted much longer than 30 minutes. 
Nearly a week later, my fever and cold 
are gone. My sense of the ridiculous 
has clicked in: This was worth sharing 
with the Townsman and with towns- 


people, especially those in charge of 


the operation.

Talking about a 
‘hot’ topic

Hooray to the Andover Townsman 
for allowing a forum of discussion on a

exhibited courage for his statements 
on life style and prevention of social 
disease. Such words would have been 
considered normal, acceptable, com- 
monsense advice in the 1950s, but are 
now seen as bigoted and unfashionable 
im the 1990s. What has changed? Have 


we lost our awareness of physical laws? 
“If you do this (behavior), you may get 
that (disease).” 

It has been proposed that the solu- 
tion to the AIDS problem is to find a 
cure and to practice “safe sex.” This 
does not attack the root cause of the 
problem. Let’s consider this analogy: It 
is well established that smokers run a 
much higher risk of contracting lung 
cancer. The parallel solution would be 
to find a cure for cancer and smoke 
low-tar, low-nicotine filter cigarettes to 
reduce the risk. We, of course, go one 
step further and advise smokers to give 
up smoking and advise young people 
not to smoke, which gets at the root 
cause, 

Why not get at a major root cause 
for the spread of AIDS among our 
young people by encouraging them to 
save sex for marriage, instead of hand- 
ing them the equivalent of a low-tar, 
low-nicotine filter cigarette (a con- 
dom)? 

The message of the 90s to our youth 
is going to have to be “saved sex 
works.” Let’s join together to warn our 
young students that this is the time to 
wait and save sex for marriage. Their 
life may depend on it. As a community 
we may disagree on the approach to 
this problem, but we can at least agree 
that strong messages should be given 
to young people which, if heeded, will 


maximize their chances for not becom- 


ing HIV positive.

Stoneham 
Returns to 
Andover, finds 
strangers 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently, I returned to Andover to 
attend a funeral at Spring Grove Ceme- 
tery and later spent a half hour remi- 
niscence in the business section of the 
town. If I felt lonesome at the cemetery 
before, it was nothing compared to the 
feeling I had standing in the center of a 
town I had left 40 years ago, and not 
seeing a single person I knew. 

Back in 1934, during the Depression, 
when I was a youngster of 19, I was 
transferred to Andover’s Civilian Con- 
servation Corps 110th Co. at the Harold 
Parker State Forest. I had hiked over 
the road from Fort Devens with only a 
bag over my shoulder. The first six 
months at the company we were occu- 
pied with building roads and construct- 
ing a dam. 

Winning a public speaking contest 
at the Old Town Hall one night landed 
me a promotion to educational adviser 


and athletic director at the company. 
Writing press releases about our activi- 
ties for the Andover Townsman, owned 
then by Elmer Grover, put me in con- 
tact with people who offered me a job at 
Tyer Rubber. A year later, in 1935, at 
21, I married an Andover girl. About 
this time, with World War II going, I 
had become president of Local 137 at 
Tyer Rubber and was serving a term 
on the Labor-Management War Man- 
power Commission through an 
appointment. Our jurisdiction covered 
Andover, North Andover, Methuen 
and Lawrence. 

Standing there alone on Main Street 
just after attending the funeral on my 
recent visit, as I said, it seemed like an 
eternity since I had been the Andover 
correspondent for the old Lawrence 
Star, enjoyed the great people in West 
Andover as chaplain of their Grange, 
sponsored the article that put town 
meetings under the procedure of open- 
ing with a salute to the American flag 
and an invocation, helped organize an 
Andover unit of the Massachusetts 
State Guard and assisted in watching 
for aircraft at the American Legion’s 
Warning Center during World War II. 

I recalled the year of the big hurri- 
cane, when I had lost the Republican 
nomination for the State Legislature by 
11 votes after spending only $67. It 
seemed centuries since I had worn a 
path into the Memorial Hall Library to 
put together a genealogy of my moth- 
er’s family, the Grant family in Ameri- 
ca. It was at that period that I found 
that we were descended from Christo- 
pher Grant, the brother of Matthew 
who was Ulysses S. Grant’s first ances- 
tor to come to this country. 

Upon learning that one of the Grants 
was a colonel at Bunker Hill, I had 
organized the largest chapter of the 
Sons of the American Revolution in 
New England with 60 of Andover’s 
most prominent citizens members. 
Standing there on Main Street, I won- 
dered if the people then knew that their 
“town activist” had moved away to 
take a position as a special education 


teacher with the Commonwealth of 


Massachusetts where I would serve 
with the Department of Mental Health 
for 28 years along with my wife. And 
during the course of my employment I 


would serve the public employees of 
Massachusetts as a vice president of 


their State Employees Union and John 
A. Volpe as a member of the Advisory 
Board on Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning for the Commonwealth. 

Since taking an early retirement to 
Cape Cod in 1975 I have administered a 


fuel assistance program for the town of 


Yarmouth, been Legislative Chairman 
for Elder Services and the AARP, and 


up until recently, been on the board of 


the Council of Churches Service Cen- 
ter. Responding to the needs of the 
elderly in Yarmouth to enlarge their 
privately owned senior center, I helped 
direct the raising of funds and four 
years ago we moved into a million-dol-

Collins looks for 200th career win 


W's shut out Billerica; 


By Rick Harrison 

Andover High head football Coach 
Dick Collins was grinning from ear to 
mar as he emerged from the locker 
room adjacent to Lovely Field last Fri- 
day night. 

The sub-freezing temperature didn’t 
seem to bother him, or his players as 
they scattered and either talked briefly 
with friends or headed for the main 
dressing quarters under the Dunn 
Gymnasium. 

“Tf they can’t score, they can’t win,” 
Collins said with a laugh, probably 
realizing he had stated the obvious and 
uttered one of the most time-worn 
cliches in athletics. 

’You know, I’m a great coach,” he 
continued, his listeners waiting for the 
punchline from this modest man. “I’m 
great because I hired this guy. One of 
the best moves I ever made.” 

Collins then grabbed the hand of 
“this guy,” defensive coordinator Joe 
larrobino, and shook it firmly. 

“Hey, coach, your offense wasn’t too 
shabby either,” answered Iarrobino. 

In the warm glow of the immediate 
aftermath, it appeared the Warriors 
had played a near-perfect 40 minutes 
against a strong Billerica team. 

The impressive 17-0 victory kept 
Andover tied atop the Merrimack Val. 
‘ey Conference with Chelmsford, a 31-0 
winner over Wilmington, and both are 
undefeated heading into tomorrow 
night’s monumental title showdown at 
the Lions’ Alumni Field (7:15 p.m.). 

It will be the biggest game since 
Thanksgiving Day of 1989, when a 
Super Bow! berth hung in the balance 
for the winner of the Andover-Central 
clash. 

It is also perhaps the second most 
important contest since early Decem- 
ber of 1975, when the Warriors squared 
off against Plymouth-Carver in the last 
of their three consecutive Super Bow] 
appearances. 

An important sidelight to the 
Chelmsford game will be Collins’ quest 
to become only the seventh coach in 
Massachusetts high school football his- 
tory to win 200 games (Walpole legend 
John Lee became the sixth two weeks 
ago). 

Ironically it will come against his 
closest friend in the coaching fraterni- 
ty, Tom Caito, who scored his 200th 
last year and openly admits to idolizing 
Collins. Both men are originally from 
the Providence, R.I. area. 

» ‘I love Tom like a brother, but we'll 
forget that for a few hours next Friday 
night,’ noted Coach Collins. 

Total domination 

Last Friday's dismantling of Billeri- 
ca was surprisingly thorough, AHS 
totally dominating a team that entered 
with five straight wins, a 6-1-0 overall 

‘record and the most potent offense in 


uthe MYC.(158 points, 22.6 average),

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Joe larrobino, defensive coordi- 
nator for the Warriors, was 
praised by Head Coach Dick 
Collins after the varsity football- 
team defeated Billerica. The 17-0 
win marked the fourth straight 
shutout for Coach Iarrobino’s 


defensive unit. 


It was the seventh consecutive victo- 
ry this year and the 14th in a row since 
early last season. 

It was also the fourth straight 
shutout for Coach Iarrobino’s defen- 
sive unit, which has strung together 19 
straight scoreless quarters since Dra- 
cut tallied early in the opening period 
five weeks ago. 

Andover has not allowed more than 
one touchdown in any game, and has 
outscored its seven opponents by an 
incredible 169-18 margin. 

Collins was hard-pressed to remem- 
ber when he’s had a stingier defensive 
crew, although just two years ago the 
Warriors were also extremely thrifty. 

Shutout strings are nothing new to 
recent Warrior teams. 

In ‘89 Andover followed an opening 
19-6 loss to Chelmsford by blanking 
seven of its next eight foes, yielding 
only a single touchdown to Lowell in 
that stretch prior to the controversial 
16-14 loss to Central Catholic on 
Thanksgiving. AHS permitted only 41 
points all year, 

Last fall the locals had three 
shutouts and surrendered only 20 
points in the last five games. 

larrobino, in his eighth season as an 
Andover assistant, has masterminded 
each of these superb defenses. 

However, he would be the first to tell 
you nothing can be achieved without 
the ‘horses.’ 

“The kids play extremely well 
together,” said the Lynn native and 
Rollins College graduate. “They have a 
lot of pride, they all love to hit, and 
they're determined to keep the ball out 
of the end zone, You saw that tonight 


when they went all out to stop Billerica 
at the end of the game.” 

The Indians threatened the shutout 
streak just once, in the closing min- 
utes, when they drove to the Andover 
two yard line. 

Billerica had a first-and-goal at the 
Warriors’ eight, but three big plays by 
Captain Ryan Kelly helped keep the 
Indians off the board. 

Kelly and fellow linebacker Bob Dal 
ton stopped quarterback Craig Flynn 
at the four yard line after a four-yard 
gain, Kelly corralled Shane Graham at 
the three as he gathered in a swing 
pass from Flynn, and then a Flynn toss 
to John Barbarossa fell incomplete in 
the end zone as time ran out. 

The Warriors held the explosive 
Indians to just two first downs and 25 
yards total offense in the first half. 

Billerica finished the game with 114 
yards, 72 passing and just 42 on the 
ground in 29 rushes,

Chelmsford is the only football 
team in the Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference that has dominated Andover 
in recent years. 

Tomorrow night at Alumni Field 
in Chelmsford (7:15 p.m.), the Golden 
Warriors will be playing for undisput- 
ed possession of first place in the 
league and to break a five-year losing 
streak against the Lions. 

Andover has beaten Chelmsford 
just once in the last 10 years, 19-15 in 
1985, while the Lions have won six 
times and the 1984 game ended in a 14- 
14 tie. The two teams did not play in 
1982 or ‘83. 

This is the first time since 1986 the 
rivals have not opened the season 
against one another. Chelmsford

Cullen, 43, suc- 
ceeds Mike Murnane 
who cited ‘“addition- 
al business responsi- 
bilities” as the rea- 
son when he handed 
his resignation to 
Athletic Director 
James Hurley earlier 
this fall. 

Hurley‘s recom- 
mendation of Cullen 
for the post was 
approved by the 
School Committee at 
last week's meeting, 
and the team is 
scheduled to begin 
practices when the 
winter season offi- 
cially opens on the 
Monday following 
Thanksgiving 
(December 2). 

The job was post- 
ed and reportedly 
came down to three 
candidates. The oth- 
er two, varsity assis- 
tant Scott Seero and 
junior varsity Coach 
Ralph Quaglietta, are 
expected to remain 
with the program in 
the same capacity. 

It had also been 
rumored that former 
Holy Cross and R.P.I. 
college coach Mike 
Addessa, who report- 
edly moved to And- 
over recently, had 
applied for the job. 
Hurley, however, 


indicated those 
rumors were 
unfounded. 

Cullen, who 
resides on Olde 


Berry Road with his

He is a native of

where he _ played 
both forward and 
defense as a four- 
year letterman on 
the MC hockey team. 

He majored in 
education at Boston 
State, spending 2-1/2 
seasons as a defense- 
man on the hockey 
team, and he is cur-

Cullen began his 
coaching career by 
returning to his 
alma mater, working 
as an assistant hock- 
ey and football coach 
at Malden Catholic 
for five years. 

He then took the 


job as assistant hock- 


ey coach to former 
Merrimack College 
coach and athletic 
director Bruce Park- 
er at Acton-Boxboro.

Parker and Cullen 
then matriculated to 
Methuen High, 
where they guided 
the Rangers’ hockey 
program for four 
years. 

Cullen was hired 
at Wilmington,

Guibord the workhorse 

Workhorse back Alan Guibord sur- 
passed 100 yards rushing for the fourth 
time this year, gaining 106 in 28 carries 
and scoring his ninth touchdown on a 
four-yard run to cap the Warriors’ first 
series. 

He now has team-high totals of 54 
points and 629 yards. 

Breakaway threat Steve Shepard 
was the epitome of efficiency, gaining 
92 yards on just five carries including a 
brilliant 84-yard touchdown run on 
Andover's final possession with 5:29 to 
play in the game.

He spoke briefly with police and left a 
few minutes later without going in to 
see the body. 

Lynn Barash, of 3 High Vale Lane, 
said Mr. Bradner was her family’s mail 
carrier. She spoke with him on many 
occasions to work out a plan to keep 
the family dog inside during mail 
delivery hours. 

“He was afraid of my dog. We made 
a deal that I'd keep the dog inside and 
if the dog was out he wouldn’t deliver 
the mail that day,” she said. 

On the day of the murder, Mrs. 
Barash was rushing to pick he son up 
from SHED day care and get home in 
time to be there for her 9-year-old 
daughter who walks from South Ele- 
mentary School on Woburn Street. 


When she got to the middle of 


Andover Street a policeman told her 
she couldn't go through. She told him 
she had a 9-year-old alone waiting at 
home. And he told her to drive around 
and access her street from the other 
direction. 

“The policeman said he couldn’t tell 
me why I couldn’t go by in front of lit- 
tle children,” she said. 

The school had put many of the Bal- 
lardvale area walkers on a bus and 
dropped each one off near their homes. 
Mrs. Barash’s daughter arrived home 
about 45 minutes after she did, escort- 
ed by a police officer. 

Employees from Digital Consulting 
Inc., at 204 Andover St., came up “out 
of curiosity” when they saw the crowd 
and all the police cars.
